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Compromise 
ends budget 
conflict

The cabinet on Sunday un- 
animously approved Finance 
Minister Yoram Aridor’s draft 
1982/3 State Budget of 475 billion 


The main controversy sur- 
rounding the draft budget was the 
Treasury's demand for a 7.5 per 
cent cut in the Education Ministry's 
spending next year, It later dropped 
this demand to five per cent. A 
compromise worked out by 
Economic Coordination Minister 
Yaakov Meridor called for a three 
per cent reduction, and this was ac- 
cepted by a majority of the 
ministers, The compromise came 
after weeks of dispute between 
Finance Minister Yoram Aridor 
and Education Minister Zevulun 
Hammer. 

The cabinet also voted extra 
powers of supervision to the 
Minister of Finance view of the 
government's funding of state- 
owned corporations, municipalities 
and other legal entities eligible for 
government financial assistance. 

During the week, the Cabinet 
Economic Committee will meet to

WASHINGTON — The Reagan 
administration is clearly moving in 
the direction of concluding an 
improved Hawk anti-aircraft missile 
sale with Jordan, Israeli officials 

said at the weekend. 

They said that the sale of F-16 
fighters to Jordan was more uncer- 
tain, although with the proper Saudi 
financing Jordan might win permis- 
sion to purchase less advanced 
aircraft. 

Reagan and other administration 
officials have faced sharp criticism 
from Israel and from its friends in 
Congress since reports of a possible 
U.S. weapons sale to Jordan 


-emerged during Defence Secretary 


Caspar Weinberger's recent Mid- 
die East tour. 

The administration, therefore, is 
going to haye to reach a decision on 
the timing of any formal request to 
Congress for such sales. White 
House officials, for the time being, 
are anxious to avoid another 
divisive Saudi AWACS-type battle 
on Capitol Hill. 

The Middle East situation was 
further confused last week by 
reports that Secretary of State Haig 
had last month expressed fears that 
Egypt was slipping back into the 
Arab world. The remark was 
reported to have been made al a 
meeting with his aides, but at the 
weekend Haig belittled the impor- 
tance of his reported comments and 
said he was confident that Egypt 
would pursue the Camp David 
peace process after Israci's 
withdrawal from Sinai. 

Jordan's decision to conclude a 
deal with the Soviet Unton for the 
purchase of SAM. anti-aircraft mis- 
siles has not deterred administration 
officials From trying to conclude ad- 


-ditional' U.S, ‘saléz to Jordan, ac- 


cording to well-placed Israeli of- 
ficials who have reviewed this issue 
with the Americans. 

President Ronald Reagan, 
Secretary of State Alexander Haig 
and Weinberger have been careful 
in their public and private com- 
ments to avoid ruling out future 
arms sales to Jordan. They have 
merely maintained that Weinberger 
did not return from his visit 
to Amman with any official Jorda- 
nian arms requests, 

U.S. officials have explained that 
Jordan's King Hussein was unlikely 
to put forward any such official re- 
quest until he was certain that it 
would be approved. Hussein would 
be greatly embarrassed by an 
American rejection, according to 
U.S. officials, but he is known to be 
anxious to conclude the missile and 


aircraft sale if possible. 


Meanwhile, Israel Ambassador 
Moshe Arens once again expressed 
Isracl’s concern over a U.S. arms 
sale to Jordan during a meeting on 
Friday with Weinberger at the Pon- 
tagon, 

Israeli officials said the session 
was largely intended to “get ac- 
quainted.” Arcens had a similar 
meeting with Haig on Thursday. 

Arens, according to Israeli of- 
ficials, accepted Weinberger's 
proposal that he and the envoy es- 
tablish regular, personal contact to 
discuss issues of mutual concern. - 

The defence secretary reportedly 
maintained that his public and 
private comments on a possible 
arms sale to Jordan had been 
“distorted” by the news media. He 
reiterated the long-standing U.S. 
commitment to Israel's security, 
pointing out there was no intention 
to hurt Isfdel.’ my 

But like Reagan and Haig, 
Weinberger too noted the impor- 
tance of maintaining close ties with 


moderate Arab states. 

For some Israeli officials, that last 
caveat has come to be secn as a 
euphemism for more U.S. weapons 
sules to the Arab world. 

U.S. labour leaders expressed op- 
position Saturday to the sale. The 
executive council of the AFL-CIO, 
meeting in Florida to formulate the 
organization's domestic and foreign 
policy for the coming year, declared 
in a stalement that the possible sup- 
ply of such weapons to Jordan “is 
justifiably viewed by Israel as a 
serious threat to its security.” 

Early last week President Reagan 
reassured Israel that the U.S. re- 
mains committed to maintaining 
(sracl’a “qualitative technological 
edge” in the Middle East arms race. 

In a letler to Prime Minister 
Menachem Begin, the president in- 
sisted that “recent press reports 
have presenled incorrect and exag- 
gerated commentary regarding U.S. 
military assistance policies for the 
Middle East.” 

Reagan sent Begin a personal 
message in the wake of the reports 
that Weinberger was urging the sale 
of F-16 warplanes and mobile Hawk 
ground-to-air missiles to Jordan. 

Reagan's speedy reply to 8 per- 
sonal message [rom Begin about the 
danger.to Israel from the suggested 
fale was delivered to Begin’s home 
by U.S. Ambassador Samuel Lewis. 

Reagan said the U.S, has reached 
no new decision on future arms 
sales to Jordan. “There has been no 
change regarding our military. aupp- 
ly relationship with Jordan," 
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Reagan said, adding that 
Weinberger brought back no new 
Jordanian requests trom his recent 
visit to the Middle East. 

“Any decision on future sules to 
Jordan or any other country im the 
region will be made in the context 
of my administration's firm commit- 
ment to Israel's security and the 
need to bring peace to the region,” 
Reagan said. 

“Israel remains America's friend 
and ally," he continued. “However, 
[ believe it is in the interest of both 
our countries for the United States 
to enhance its influence with other 
states in the region.” 

The letter was released by the 
White House press office just a few 
hours before the new Israel ambas- 
sador to Washington, Moshe Arens, 
presented his diplomatic credentials 
to Reagan al a White House 
ceremony. 

At the ceremony, Arens 
presented Reagan with the text of 
the overwhelmingly approved Knes- 
sel statement deploring possible 
‘U.S. arms sales to Jordan, and also 
Begin’s letter seeking clarification 
on U.S. policy in the Middle East. 

Arens expressed his “profound 
gratitude” to the U.S. for its ‘‘long- 
standing friendship” with Israel. 

Al a meeting with Haig, Arens 
pointed out that Israel's qualitative 
edge was constantly being 
eroded by the shipment of the most 
advanced weaponry to the Arab 
states.

Haig belittles ‘dismal view’ report | w=

WASHINGTON, — Secretary of 
State Alexander Haig told a press 
conference here Friday he is confi- 
dent that Egypt will pursue the 
Camp David peace accords follow- 
ing Israel's final withdrawal from 

Sinai in April. 

Haig was commenting on a 
lengthy, front page article in 
the Hashington Posi reportedly 
based on secret notes taken by one 
of Haig's aides during several closed 
door staff meetings over the past 
year, 


“Egypt will go back to (the) Arab 
world with (the) U.S. isolated as 
Israel's sole defender," Haig said, 
according to the notes of onc par- 
licipant at a January 18 Stale 
Department meeting, 

At 4 January 4 meeting, the 
seerctary was reported to have said 
that the dangerous situation in the 
region “comes from kicking Israel 
in the ass." 

Informed State Department of- 
ficials have told The Jerusalem Post 
the quotes were accurate. 

Asked about the story at the news 
conference, Haig did not deny the 
accuracy of the quotes. He merely 
sought to belittle their importance 
by joking with reporters, 


Among other things, Haig 
reportedly called British Foreign 
Secretary Lord Carrington a 
“duplicitous bastard" last October 
because of Britain's refusal at that 


time to join the Sinai peacekeeping 
force. 

On January 4, Haig said, ac- 
cording to The Washington Post, that 
the “French can’t produce enough 
arms to satisfy the Arabs...jt's wor- 
risome that Egypt is slipping back 
into (the) Arab world, don't want 
autonomy discussion,,.French are 
(the) catalyst, Saudis have an as- 
rogant mentality that is abslolutely 
devastating.” 

Some State Department officials 
maintained that Haig’s earlier fear 
that Egypt might back out of the 
Camp David process had been 
eased during President Hosni 
Mubarak's visit to Washington this 
month. 

But other Haig associates insisted 
that the secretary remains very con- 


cerned about the long-range 
prospects following the withdrawal, 


At the news conference Friday, 
Haig said: "1 think we have a peace 
process.,,that's a peace process 
which has already rendered tremen- 
dous dividends to both Israel and 
Egypt.” 

Continuing, he added: “We are 
now actively engaged in the 
autonomy process which was stalled 
after January when we applied our 
approach to the problem. Since that 
time, we have now got the parties 
sitting down seriously, discussing 
not the differences that have grown 
between the two parties over three 
years of less than successful out- 
come, but ways of bridging these 
differences,” 


Ata January [8 meeting, Haig ex- 
pressed his fear that the Egyptians 
would back out of Camp David. 
“My nose told me that a post-Sadat 
Egypt was going to be very dif- 
ferent, Only thing keeping Egypt 
from going back to pre-peace treaty 
stance is the Sinai territory return. 
Whole atmosphere (in Cairo) 180 
degrees different from last May,” 
during an earlier Haig visit when 
President Anwar Sadat was still 
ative. 

The new situation under 
Mubarak, he continued, “has led to 
paranoia in Israel ... with Arab 
resources and Europeans panting 
for military sales, we need to keep 
Egyptians engaged in peace process 
ὦν if no hope, then we need to reas- 
sess our relations with the region,”

ble U.S. arms deal with Jordan, 
there has been a firestorm of protest 
coming from Capitol Hill, similar to 
that at the time of the Saudi 
AWACS debate. Seeking to defuse 
the crisis, Reagan took the unusual 
decision to release the text of his 
letter. 

The Reagan letter began with the 
familiar “Dear Menachem,” and 
continued with the assurance; “I 
want you to know that America's 
policy towards Israel has not 
changed. Our commitments will be 
kept." 

Reagan said that U.S. policy “re- 
mains as stated publicly by me, 
Secretary Haig's and Secretary 
Weinberger's statements on the 
public record are also clear,” 

U.S. officials pointed out that 
Weinberger's public statements 
were not so much the source of 
Israel's concern as were those 
background statements — “off the 
record” — made by Weinberger 
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Israel. Pentagon officials later main- 
tained that Israel misunderstood the 
meaning of the word “redirect.” In 
the face of the Israeli protests, they 
suggested there would be a redirec- 
tion away from the external threats 
to the region and towards the inter- 
nal threats. 

Reagan wound up his letter to 
Begin by saying: ‘'l recognize the 
unique bond between the United 
States and [srael and the serious 
responsibilities which this bond im- 
poses on us both.” 

The release of the letter appeared 
to indicate a victory by Haig over 
Weinberger in their running battle 
over USS, policy in the Middle East, 
Despite denials, both men are 
known to disagree on several impor- 
tant policy areas — including arms 
sales to the Arab states and the 
degree of support for Israel. 

By writing the letter, Reagan ap- 
peared to be aligning himself more 
with Haig’s position, Thus, 
observers tended to see in the letter 
an indirect rebuke to Weinberger. 

Some officials suggested that 
Haig had threatened to resign un- 
less the president made it clear that 
the secretary of state was in charge 
of foreign policy — and not the 
defence secretary. Reagan is known 
ta have reviewed the matter with 
both men last week, . 

Weinberger said on the NBC To- 
day programme that Isracl's 
strongly-worded protests over the 
past few days were “a little pre- 
emptive action" designed to kill an 
arms sales to Jordan. ‘There is no

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Ben-Elissar has doubts about Egypt 


Egypt’s sudden interest in 
Speeding up normalization with 
Israel is an artificial move to make 
Egypt “look φοοά" and to en- 
courage Israel’s withdrawal from 
the Sinai, Dr, Eliyahu Ben-Elissar, 
former ambassador to Egypt and 
now chairman of the Knesset's 
Foreign Affairs and Defence Com- 
mittee, said lust week. 

He told an interviewer for Israel 
Radio that “for a year and a half, we 
tried (unsuccessfully) to get an 
Egyptian art exhibition to Israel, or 
a delegation, from Israel's local 


authorities to be invited to Egypt. 
Now, suddenly, these things are 
happening, after the Egyptians 
prevented — and I believe are still 
preventing — their ordinary citizens 
from coming here. 


“That has me a little worried,” 
Ben-Elissar continued. “I'm sure 
the peace will continue after April 
because peace is now in Egypt's 
interest. However, I'm not sure 
what the temperature of relations 
between the (wo countries will be 
after our withdrawal trom Sinai.”

(Continued from poge 1} 
discuss the income aspects of next 
year's budget as well as a sup- 
plementary budget for 198], After 
that, the 1982/83 State Budget will 
be brought before the Knesset for 
its first reading. 

This budget could guarantee a 
decline in the rate of inflation to 90 
per cent, Treasury Director- 
General Ezra Sadan told The 
Jerusalem Post \ast week. He said 
that the budget provides for a 50 per 
cent reduction in excess govern- 
ment demand and in printing of cur- 
tency in comparison with fiscal 
1981-82. 

Teachers sent scholchildren 
home two hours earlier than usual 
Suriday in protest against possible 
budget cuts. Amnon Abramson, 
secretary-general of the Histadrut 
Teachers Union, said last week that 
teachers will not accept any budget 
cuts. ; 

The government is also having to 
contend with dissatisfaction in 
other branches of labour. 

In Tel Aviv, nurses in 30 govern- 
ment hospitals scheduled — and 
then cancelled — sanctions to 
protest overcrowded and understal- 
fed wards. Plans had been set to 
release “‘less-than-critically-ill™ 
patients. 

The crisis eased after Health 
Ministry director-general Baruch 
Modan promised the Nurses Union 


that additional temporury staff 
would be employment to overcome 
the pressure. According to the 
Nurses Union, about 8,000 new 
nurses are needed (o join the ranks 
of the country’s 20,000 if the under- 
staffing problem is to be solved.

WHO EXACTLY is Caspar 
Weinberger? Why is he supposedly 
causing Israel so much grief? 

Once again in recent days, ihe 
U.S. defence secretary has been 
portrayed as Israel's Number One 
enemy in the Reagan Administra- 
tion, Secretary of State Alexander 
Haig, on the other hand, is seen as 
Israel's great friend. 


Weinberger, now 64, became (6-. 


fence secretury after spending five 
years as a vice-president and chief 
legal counsel of the giant San 
Francisco-based Bechtel Construc- 
tion Company. 

Bechtel has huge investments and 
contracts in Saudi Arabia. 
Weinberger visited the kingdom on 
Bechtel’s behalf several times. In 
the process, he must have 
devetoped a healthy respect for the 
power of the Saudi petra-dollar. 

At present, Bechtel is under a 25- 
year contract for construction of 
Jubail, a new city and industrial 
complex in Saudi Arabia, That one 
contract alone has a potential value 
of many billions of dollars. 1 is only 
one of many Bechtel deals with the 
Saudis. 

Before joining Bechtel, 
Weinberger had not developed any 
particular foreign policy or defence 
expertise, All of his earlier govern- 
ment Service focused exclusively on 
domestic economic issues. His 
Bechtel experience, therefore, ap- 
pears to have had an impuct on 
shaping his world view.

Everyone in Washington — in- 
cluding his friends and foes — 
agrees that he is extremely bright 
and articulute and that he does have 
a close, personal relationship with 
the president which goes back to 
their days in the mid-Sixties as 
California politicians.

Who is Weinberger? 


Parents had moved there from 
Colorado. One of his grandfathers 
was Jewish, but he waa raised as an 
Episcopalian. He attended public 
schools before winning admission to 
Harvard University, He graduated 
magna cum laude and was elected phi 
beta kappa. He was also president of 
the Harvard Crimson, the school's 
newspaper. He earned a reputation 
as a writer with a tough pen. 

Later, he graduated from Har- 
vard Law School. 

After finishing law school in 1941, 
he enlisted in the U.S. Army. He 
went through an officers’ candidate 
school, and was sent to the South 
Pacific as ἃ replacement platoon 
Jeader in 1942, He saw duty with the 
4\st Infantry Division, which was 
involved in heavy fighting against 
the Japanese and was then transfer- 
red to Gen. Douglas MacArthur's 
intelligence staff, finishing ihe war 
as a captain. 

During the war, he married the 
former Jane Dalton, and they now 
have two children and two 
grandchlidren., After the war, he- 
returned to San Francisco to practise 
law. But in 1952, he entered politics, 
winning election to the stale as- 
sembly, He becume chairman of the 
California Stale Republican Party 
in 1962, 

Reugan, clected the state's gover- 
nor in 1966, recruited Weinberger, 
who became chairman of the State 
Commission on Stute Government 
and state finance director. 

Weinberger came to Washington 
for the first time in 1969 to join the 
Nixon Administration as chairman 
of the Federal Trade Commission.

before returning to San Francisco 
to join Bechtel. 


WEINBERGER DEEPLY resents 
the commonly held perception that:

Reagan to behave like good team 
players — everyone in Washington 
recognizes thal fundamental dif- 
ferences do exist. This is no 
deliberate good cop/bad cop 
routine, designed to work on Israel 
and the Arab states, 

Weinberger, more than Haig, 
genuinely believes that the U.S. 
must take a greater interest in winn- 
ing support from Saudi Arabia, 
Jordan and other moderate Arab 
states. 

This need not come at Israel's ex- 
pense, according to Weinberger's 
associates, The defence chief is con- 
vinced that Israel's military might is 
such that it does not seriously have 
to worry about AWACS sales lo the 
Saudis or new arms sales to Jordan. 
Israel can easily handle those 
problems. He has a healthy respect 
for the Israel Defence Forces. 

Thus The Washington Post's 
military affairs correspondent wrole 
on February 15: “Despite Tel Aviv's 
Protests about the possibility of U.S. 
urms gving ta Jordan, military 
specialists travelling with 
Weinberger and Haig stressed that 
Israel is so far ahead militarily of its 
neighbours thal it has nothing to 
fear for years from any combination 
ol Arab states."

Hama remained sealed off last 
week amid reports of continued 
fighting there between government 
troops and Moslem fundamentalists 
entrenched in caves and ancient 
catacombs. ; 

The fighting erupted February 2 
during a search. for Mosiem 
Brotherhood terrorists who have 
been fighting the government for 
the past 2 % years, 

The Brotherhood is made up 
mainly of Sunni Moslems, the major 
Islamic sect in Syria, who resent the 
domination of the minority Alawite 
sect to which President Hafez Assad 
belongs and which controls the 
government and the army. Hama is 
ἃ Sunni stronghold with a tradition 


of opposition to Assud and the 
Alawites. 

Hundreds of deaths have been 
reported, although there has been 
no exact fatality toll, 

On Thursday of lust week, 4 
bomb-laden car was rammed into 
the Information Ministry ἐπ 
Damascus, shuttering windows 
claiming scores of casualties.

Kabbala expert Prof. Scholem 


dies in Jerusalem at 


Professor Gerschom (Gerhard) 
Schalem, foremost authority on the 
Kabbala, died in Jerusalem's Hadas- 
sah Hospital early Sunday morning. 

Very little in Scholem’s early life 
Suggested that one day he would 
become the world's leading expert 
on Jewish mysticism. He was born 
on December 5, 1897, to an as- 
similated Jewish family in Berlin 
and received a thorough secular, 
even strict, German education. 

Gerhard Scholem was studying 
mathematics and philosophy at the 
universities of Berlin, Jena and 
Berne when he became interested 
in Judaism and Zionism. The new 
interest brought him into conflict 
with his father, a loyal German. He 
ordered Gerhard and his brother 


out of his home: and forbade them 


to return, calling them unpairiotic. 
One brother became a ‘German 
socialist, and the other a world- 
famous pioneer in the scientific 
study of the Kabbala. 

While at university Scholem met, 
and was deeply influenced by, Haim 
Nachman Bialik, the pivotal 
modern Hebrew poet; Shmuel 
Yosef Agnon, the Hebrew writer 
and Nobel Prize laureate; and 
Zalman Shazar, who was to become 
the third president of Israel. He 
mastered Hebrew and deepened his 
interest in Jewish mysticism. 

In 1922 Schalem received his 
doctoral degree from the University 
of Munich, where he had dis- 
covered a fine collection of Kab- 


. balistic literature. His dissertation 


ἐμ ἃ tiation of, ‘and ¢ommen- 
tary on Sefer Habachir; one of. the 
earliest and most difficult extunt 
texts of the Kabbala. 

The following year Prof. Scholem 
seetled in Israel where he worked as 
a librarian at the National and 
University Library in Jerusalem. In 
1925 he was appointed a-lecturer ut 
Hebrew University's Institute of 
Jewish Studies, From 1933 until his 
retirement in 1965 Gershom 
Scholem was Professor of Jewish 
Mysticism and Kabbala at the 
Hebrew University. 

In 1946 Prof, Schatem returned to 
Germany to help save priceless 
works of Judaica which the Nuzis 
had stolen from synagogues and 
libraries all over Europe and which 
finally wound up in a U.S, military:

He 
was president of the Israel Academy 
of Sciences and Humanities and was 
awarded the 1958. {srael Prize for 
Jewish Studies, In 1970 he was 
elected to the American Academy 
of Arts and Sciences and 1o the 
Royal Dutch Academy of 
Humanities. In 1974 he won the 
Technion’s Harvey Prize for his

“truly outstanding contribution to 
the progress..of mankind.” ᾿ 

-In appreciation for his ten years’ 
service as chairman of the 
Rothschild Prizes Board, Prof, 
Scholem won a special prize. Prof. 
Scholem was awarded an honorary 


doctorate in 1980 from Hebrew 
University. In the same year he 
donated a priceless magic incanla- 
tion bowl dating from around 600 
C.E. to the Jewish Nutional and 
University Library. 


Prof. Scholem, who wrote The 
Messianic Idea in Judaism and Other 
Essays on Jewish Spiriuatity, deeply 
believed that the world was lull of 
mysteries and that the ereition of 
modern Israel was one of them, In 
his peolunged dispute with Hannah 
Arendt he painted out the absolute 
indispensubility -ol'“Sewish ter- 
ritorial sovercignty. In the re- 
emergence of a free Isruel, he saw 
the mystic meaning of the universe 
reflected, 

In 1977, αἱ a symposium on "The 

Messianic Idea in Isracl” which was 
held at the Hebrew University in 
honour of his 80th birthday, Prof. 
Scholem was presented with a 
newly-prepared biblivgruphy of his 
cumiplete works — some $00 
publications. Addressing that sym- 
posium, Prof, Schotem rejected the 
notion that the Jewish people in 
Israel would ever become “a nation 
like all the nations," He declared, 
“Even if we wished tu be like other 
nations we would not succeed. And 
if we had sueceeded that would be 
the end of us.” 
“Prof, Scholem fought for the 
rights of SovViet™ Jewry arid did not 
accept secularism as ἃ way of life. 
He maintained that it was precisely 
in those countries which tried to 
suppress religion that the religious 
factor would manifest itself with. 
redoubled strength... 

Prof, Scholem‘s lifelong 
endeavours stimulated here and 
abroad wide interest in Jewish 
mysticism and in Kabbala. His work 
awakened and strengthened Jewish 
consciousness, But most of all, It 
gave the ordinary reader of all faiths 
an entry into a closed book, former-

Wolf Prize goes 
to Mare Chagall

Artist Marc Chagall has become 
the first non-scientist to be awarded 
the Wolf Prize, the Education 
Ministry has announced. He will 
share $600,000 with 11 other 1981 
recipients, all previously named. 

The Wolf Foundation, es- 
tablished anonymously in 1975, has 
now been named after Ricardo Y. 
Lobo Subirana Wolf and his wife 
Francisca Subirana, both of whom 
died last year. The fund's council, 
headed by the ministry's Moshe 
Gilboa, has previously awarded the 
prize for achievements in 
agriculture, chemistry, 
mathematics, physics and medicine. 


In announcing the award to 
Chagall, the council called him “the 
greatest, most original and most 
poetically visionary of modern art's 
vanguard... The luminous colours.

Begin warns of growing Arab military might

Prime Minister Menachem 
Begin last week ap- 
Pealed to President Ronald 
Reagan to remember his 
promise of last September that 
the U.S. will guarantee Israel's 
defensive edge over its enemies 
quantitatively as well as 
qualitatively. 

Begin made his plea in 
presenting the government's 
statement to the Knesset on 
U.S. Defence Secretary Caspar 
Weinberger’s call to sell highly 
sophisticated arms to Jordan. 

fter 78 minutes of debate fol- 
lowing the Prime Minister's 16- 
minute statement, the House 
adopted by an overwhelming ma- 
jority a resolution calling on the 
U.S. to live up to Reagan's declara- 
tions and a congressional decision, 
and to “refrain from gravely 
imperilling Israel's security” by sell- 
ing F-16 warplanes and mobile 
ground-to-air I-Hawk missiles to 
Jordan. 
The vote was 88-3 in favour of the 


resolution, which was sponsored by 
all the coalition parties, the Align- 
ment and Telem and supported also 
by Tehiya. Six Alignment members 
abstained — four Mapam MKs, 
Labour's Yossi Sarid, and Citizens 
Rights’ Shulamit Aloni. The three 
members of the Democratic Front 
for Peace and Equality voted 
against the majority resolution, 
after being the only ones to vote for 
their own. 

In the majority resolution, 
presented by Eliezer Aytabi 
(National Religious Party), the 
Knesset: 

1 — Expresses its profound con- 
cern at the U.S. defence secretary's 
offer to supply F-16 aircraft and 
improved ground-to-air I-Hawk 
missiles, from which the ban on 
their mobility will be lifted. 

2 — Declares that the supply of 
such sophisticated weaponry to the 
forward state on the eastern front, 
of the states refusing even to 
negotiate peace with Israc] and 
maintaining a state of war with her, 
constitutes a grave threat to Israel's 
security. 

3 —Calls on the U.S. government 
to refrain — in keeping with the 


president's declarations and a 
resolution of the Congress — from 
thus gravely imperilling Israel's 
security. 


Begin spoke of the “fpnited front” 
against Israel comprising Jordan 
and Iraq, and listed the heavy 
weaponry in their possession. Irag 
now has 4,000 tanks, 500 warplanes 
and 2,700 heavy artillery pieces. 
Jordan will ‘‘soon” have 1,000 
tanks, 110 warplanes, and 700 artil- 
lery pieces. 


“It must not be forgotten,” he 
said, “that Saudi Arabia will be 
behind them, after officially an- 
nouncing a few days ago that she is 
a confrontation state vis-a-vis 
Israe!."* And the Saudis have nearly 
500 tanks, more than 700 heavy 
guns, and nearly 200 warplanes in- 
Cluding 60 F-15s, refuelling planes 
and fuel tanks that will enable them 
to reach Israel's population centres 
and return to their bases ‘‘unless 
they are shot down by the Israel Air 
Force.” 


Then there is Syria. Although 
Jordan and Iraq are helping the 
enemies of the Syrian Alawite 


regime, Israel has learned “that 
since we renewed our in- 
dependence, whenever our enemies 
force war on us they are all 
prepared to join forces against us." 


All told, the above four countries 
will “soon™ have at their disposal 
more than 9,000 tanks, 1,400 
warplanes, and 6,000 heavy guns. 


“In view of this," the premier 
asked, "will the President of the 
United States permit or agree to 
provide the forward confrontation 
State, Jordan, with F-16 aircraft that 
within minutes can reach our pop- 
ulation centres?” 


Reviewing the Alignment’s posi- 
tion on territorial compromise with 
Jordan, Opposition Alignment 
leader Shimon Peres called the lat- 
ter to choose the option of peace in- 
stead of stocking up on arms which 
can only lead to a new confronta- 
tion, and called on the U.S. not to 
increase the danger of αὶ new war in 
this region. 

Describing Weinberger's declara- 
tions as “very frightening,” Peres 
called on the Knesset to vote un- 
animously for the government's 
resolution. 


U.S. senator and astronaut John 
Glenn, who was in Israel last 
week.

To do 
this, it is ready to distort the truth 
about Israel on the screen, for the 
sake of getting back into the good 
graces of the PLO.” 

\n New York, Roone Arledge, 
president of ABC news 
characterized Chafets’ charges as 
“uller_ nonsense,” 

Chafets says that Reuters news 
agency some 18 months ago played 
down a gun attack on its Beirut 
bureau chief Bernard Debuemann. 
He was threatened for his reports 
on Syrian actions by a pro-Syria fac- 
tion of the PLO, and was shot in the

last week, 

The group leaders say that they 
will fill 600 housing units in the city, 
350 of which have already been 
taken over by new settlers deter- 
mined to fight the scheduled April 
26 evacuation. In addition, 15 more 
educational institutions will be 
Opened, over and above the 15 
already in operation — five nursery 
schools, five Talmud Tora schools, 
an elementary school in the town’s 
motel, a religious high school for 
girls, an institute for Jewish studies 
and (wo yeshivot. 

They also plan to take over the 
town’s Yasur clementary and junior 
high school when-it officially closes 
on March 31, and to operate it for 
Yamit area residents who will at- 
tempt to stay put. 

Yamit coordinating team head 
Moshe Ninio, responsible for run- 
ning the city and its service - for the 
Housing Ministry, said that until 
three weeks ago, he submitted com- 
plaints to local police every’ time 
houses were taken over, but has 
since stopped doing ao. “Actually, | 
am sympathetle to them, since they 
are maintaining order and 
cleanliness in the city and do not in- 
terfere with the other residents.” 

Every day, a number of families 
from the anttl-withdrawal movement 
reach Yamit, and the town’s supply 
of empty apartments is dwindling.

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U.S. elite force for Sinai

The U.S. contingent to the Sinai 
Multinational Force will be 600 
troops drawn from the elite 82nd 
Airborne Division, constituting a 
significiant element of the Medgling 
U.S. Rapid Deployment Force, 
American sources contacted 
last week would not comment 
directly on the link between the 
American contingent's presence in 
the Sinai force and its role as the 
spearhead of the RDF, but did not 
deny the existence of a connection. 
The 82nd Airborne, an in- 
tegral part of the Rapid Deploy- 
ment Force, is stationed at Fort 
Bragg, North Carolina. 


The fact that the American 
presence will have a dual purpose 
could have an immediate strategic 
Impact on the region. The presence 


of 600 front-line American troops 
just hours from the Gulf states, 
Israel, the Nile, Sudan and Jordan, 
could serve to deter Soviet expan- 
sion in the region, as well 88 to 
provide a stabilizing influence.

TWO WEEKS AGO, after months 
of procrastination, Defence 
Minister Ariel Sharon gave a final 
go-ahead for the construction of the 
Lavie fighter in Israel. This is the 
third time the decision to proceed 
with the multi-billion dollar project 
has been taken: Ezer Weizman 
decided to build the plane here 
when he was defence minister; 
Menachem Begin re-affirmed 
Weizman's plans when he wes 
defence minister, and now Ariel 
Sharon, who claimed that he 
wanted to re-examine all the data 
himself, has given what is hoped will 
be the final green light, 

The stakes are tremendous, More 
than 18,000 jobs depend on the 
Lavie programme, 88 does the 
economic future of dozens of plants 
around the country. The injection 
of billions of dollars into the 
economy over the next 10 years will 
have a profound impact on almost 
every aspect of government 
spending, including social program- 
mes and the defence budget. The cl- 
fecls will be felt throughout Israel's 
fragile economic structure for at 
least the next 15 to 20 years, and 
there is no prophesying what the 
ultimate result will be. Too much 
depends on unanswered questions. 

Even though a final decision has 
been made, it is still far from clear 
whether Israel is going to build and 
pay for the research and develop- 
ment of the aircraft entirely alone. 


Nor is it clear whether or not some 
of the financing will come from the 
American pid package. There is no 
definite answer as to whether an 
American company is to be asked to 
take part in the project, and if so, on 
what terms, The chances of ex- 
porting the fighter once the require- 
ments of the Israel Air Force have 
been met are speculative at beat, If 
one does nat know how many 
planes are to be produced, R & D 
calculations and estimating non- 
recurring costs, are almost impossi- 
ble. 

According to Aviation Week, 
Israeli experts were in the U.S. 
recently to negotiate agreements on 
component and fuselage produc- 
tion, including wings, this indicating 
that a final design is still far from 
complete. There is a whole new 
range of materials going into air- 
craft manufacture, from the well- 
known light metals to bromide and 
graphite composites such as are 
found in the F-18 and the American 
version of the Harrier. 

For Israel to set up the intra- 
structure to handle this type of 
technology would be tremendously 
expensive, putting up the R ἃ Ὁ 
coats by many millions of dollars per 
plane, which means relying on out- 
side help. What form this help will 
take has yet to be decided, It could 
be ἃ partnership with an American 
manufacturer on the entire project, 
or subcontracting some work out to 
an American manufacturer, 


NEGOTIATIONS for a partnership 
with McDonnell Douglas, one of 
the world's largest aircraft builders, 
ure fairly advanced, McDonnell, 
the manufacturers of the Phantom 
F-4, the Skyhawk, the F-15, the F- 
18 and the American version of the 
Harrier, have much to offer.

aircraft are currently in service with 
our Alt Force, which has made fot a 
deep professional understanding 
between the company and Israel 
over the past two decades, Israel 
Aircraft Industries and McDonnell 
have worked on many projects in 
the past, including manufacture by 
the TAI of parts for the F-15 (parts 
that Saudi Arabia demanded be 
removed and feplaced for its 62 F- 
158). 

McDonnell Douglas hasa greater 
personal interest in the Lavie than 
any other U.S. manufacturer because, 
unlike General Dynamics, which is 
now developing a downgraded F-16, 
and Northrop with its F-5G, it has 
no low-grade fighter to offer the 
Third World or the U.S. Air Force 
as a cheap advanced trainer, 

A McDonnell senior engineering 
leam is arriving in Israel on 
* ,onday to spend up to two weeks 
working on a joint proposal for 
cooperation with the IAL. Bul they 
are not the only ones on their way. 
General ‘Dynamics, whose F-l6s 
serve with our Air Force, have 
already sent one team and intend to 
send another; Northrop, which is 
basically interested in convincing 
this country to build an [araell ver- 
sion of the F-5G, are also still very 
much in the running. These firms, 
plus Grumman and LTV (makers of 
the A-7) have all just been visited by 
Q top-level Israel Defence Ministry 
delegation, and have been briefed 
on the Lavie's design specifications. 


WHAT ISRAEL is primarily in- 
terested in, however, is money. In 
August 1980 Gabriel Gidor, the 
head of the Israel Aircraft In- 
dustries (141) made a grand tour 
of American and European aircraft 
manufacturers, looking for invest- 
ment in the project. Equipped with 
123 slides covering every aspect of 
the Lavie, including a detailed 
analysis of marketing potential, 
Gidor raised a great deal of interest 
but little cash. The U.S. and Europe 
were faced with growing unerploy- 
ment and shrinking credit, and it 
was inconceivable that they, the 
manufacturers, should invest 
abroad at the expense of their own 
interests, 

Israel was faced with the pos- 
sibility of having to fund the entire 
project from its current budget. 
This at a time when inflation was 
running at over 100 per cent and de- 
mands were being made for cutting 
defence expenditure, The $1,3b. 
Israel receives in military aid from 
the U.S, could not be diverted to 
the project because American law 
stipulates that all aid dollars must be 
spent in the U.S., placing the entire 
burden on the shoulders of our 
already over-extended defence es- 
tablishment. 

A decision was made by Begin — 
or rather by the general staff, which 
was inordinately influential when 
the prime minister was also defence 
minister — to allow around $20m. 
to be spent on future development, 
bul for one year only. Ezer 
Weizman's tolal commitment to the 
Project had now become con- 
ditional. 

Simultaneously, turbulence was 
cvident in other areas ag well. The 
Air Force suddenly stated that it 
was unhappy with the engine 
originally chosen, the GE-404, and 
wanted a Pratt and Whitney 1120 in- 
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stead, giving the plane a better 
thrust-to-weight ratio and greater 
maneuverability. This meant more 
than just an engine change: it meant 
a design change as well, and dic- 
tated the use of some composite 
material for in wing and fin struc- 
ture to compensate for the in- 
creased weight. Voices in the 
country began to question the 
viability of the project, or the 
wisdom of it. 

True, despite reports of limited 
exports, the IAI was in trouble with 
a virtually dead Araya line and a lim- 
ited Kfir production line; but 80. was 
the economy. And Israel could still 
order another 75 F-l6s and 15 F- 
15s, ensuring that the Air Force 
would maintain its superiority; the 
Skyhawks could be upgraded to 
serve another few years, and the 
Phantoms could be technologically 
pushed into the late 1990s; Israel 
had an option on the F-18 in either 
the Air Force or the Navy version, . 
and extensive coproduction rights 
on the project. So why the Lavie? 


THE ANSWER lies deep down, 
which perhaps helps one to under- 
stand what on the surface seems like 
meaningless government 
procrastination. It encompasses the 
harsh realily that Israel has lo main- 
tain an independent and 
sophisticated military production 
infrastructure if it is to be prepared 
for an emergency, and has to be 
able to take the world’s’ most ad- 
vanced technology and improve it, 
because the same weapons are 
found on the other side of the 
border. Israel has to retain, even un- 
economically, the many thousands 
of first-class minds involved in 
weapons research and manufacture 
80 88 to be able to come up at any 
lime with those unique answers 
which have allowed Israel to face 
apparently insurmountable odds in 
the past. The Lavie project was oxy- 
gen to a huge apparatus which has 
toexist, but must try to justify ifs ex- 
istence in a country where educa- 
tion and social service budgets are 
being cut. 


The answer is also to be found in 
Israel's justified paranoia about its 
allies. At the end of the '60s, France 
deserted {srael — which had almost 
a symbiotic connection with the 
French arms industry — just when 
Israc] needed France most. 

President Nixon dangled Phan- 
toms in front of Golda at the height 
of the War of Attrition, and in 1973 
Sccretary of State Henry Kissinger 
insisted that Israel wait’ to be at- 
tacked if it wanted to be assured of 
American assistance during a con- 
flict. These were lessons 
Jearmed and remem! ι 

In addition, the continued supply 
of American sophisticated 
technology to the Arabs — be they 
moderate or not — emphasized the 
need for Isracli ingenuity and 
-development. Here we were speak- 
ing about a matter of life or death, 
and not something painful but non- 


fatal, such as -less education, or 
fewer consulates around the world. 
Then there was the question of 
preserving contacts with foreign 
manufacturers — except that this 
time other alternatives were con- 
sidered. Perhaps full Israeli produc- 
tion of an existing American fighter 
could kill two birds with one stone: 
our technological infrastructure 
would be maintained, and some of 
the American aid dollars could be 
spent in the States, The F-16 and 
the F5-G were considered, but it 
suddenly dawned on defence per- 
sonnel here that while the promises 
made during negotiations seemed 
attractive, there was not going to be 
a real solution along these lines. 
The Lavie was on again, and 
Israel's American negotiating 
Partners were more confused than 
ever, They began to call it the “on- 
again-off-again" Lavie — or that 
is, until a new defence minister in 
the shape of Ariel Sharon appeared. 


The IAI and Beit Shemesh 
Engines, which had just won a long 
battle to produce the PW 1120 at its 
limping plant, were told to drop 
their plans and freeze everything. 
The new minister, to quote a 
respected American familiar with 
the Lavie imbroglio, had 
rediscovered the wheel. Back to 
Square one for months and months 
while Sharon reviewed the data. 

He had been one of the main 
voices ‘in thé cabinet “calling for a 
smaller defence budget and had 
committed himself to carrying cuts 
through. He had genuine doubts 
about both the project and the man- 
ner in which it was being handled. 
He felt that better terms could be 
reached with the American ad- 
ministration as part of a strategic 
pact where dollars would be made 
available, and with Pratt and 
Whitney on engine production. 

Sharon’s ostensible intentions 
were honourable and he correctly 
counselled patience over a decision 
which could affect the country for 
the next 30 years. But he used the 
same staff to re-examine the 
problem, as had come to the 
positive conclusion in the first 
place. David Ivri remained the head 
of the Air Force; Rafael Eitan 
remained chief of staff; Ayraham 
Tamir remained chief of national 
planning; Gaby Gidor was still head 
of the IAI; the staff of the Defence 
Ministry was essentially the same 
(apart from Yosef Ma‘ayan, who 
resigned as director-general and 
was not replaced); and the accoun- 
tants were the same. So how could a 
different decision be reached? 

In fact, despite the extensive 
review, Sharon has not advanced the 
Project one inch. He said at a press 
conference recently that Pratt and 
Whitney had come up with better 
terms, but this has been denied, and 
the defence establishment does not 
look like coming any nearer to 
resolving the problem. 

Sharon claimed that a cable from 
McDonnell Douglas on the subject 
of the Lavie made him change his 
mind, The telex reads: “*...we expect 
to be [AI’s partner on this program- 
me under a teaming arrangement... 
we do not see ourselves as just a 
minor subcontractor...we aro open 
to sharing the production program- 
me at somo point...it means that we 
are their partner for the life of the 


production programme.” 

Here, apparently, was a 
partnership offer, which Sharon in- 
terpreted as meaning money, He was 
wrong, though just how wrong only 
became apparent after the decision 
to go ahead with the Lavie was 
made known. 


IN AN announcement on February 
4, the Defence Ministry spokesman 
said that Defence Minister Sharon 
and Finance Minister Yoram 
Aridor had agreed that ferael should 
build the Lavie. A first prototype of 
the aircraft was expected to be in 


the air by September 1985, with the 
first production model being 
handed over to the IAF in April 
1990. The first squadron of planes 
would be operational by 1992. The 
expected price of each aircraft — 
assuming that the Air Force 
purchase over 300 — would be 
around $9m. in 1982 dollars, while 
the non-recurring development 
costs on each plane would be an ad- 
ditional $2m.-$4m. per aircraft, 
depending on how many were final- 
ly built and exported. 

The spokesman was unusually ex- 
plicit in his announcement, but it 
did not help disperse the haze sur- 
rounding the programme. No one, 
including the potential American 
partners, is any wiser at this point as 
to what will ultimately happen. 

Israel's hopes ure clear, that in 
the best case the American com- 
pany chosen for participation will 
produce direct development 
money. Failing this, the U.S. com- 
pany will design and develop parts 
of the Lavie at its own expense, and 
then enter a joint marketing 
programme to offset its investment. 
In the worse case, it is hoped that it 
will be possible to divert U.S, aid 
dollars to those parts of the 
development and production 
programme undertaken in the U.S. 

In all three cases, Israel hopes 
that whatever U.S. company is 
chosen will agree to produce jointly, 
perhaps even on a 50:50 basis, all 
export Lavies alter the IAF's re- 
quirements have been satisfied. 

Initial studies show that there ἰδ & 
potential market for at least 300 
Lavie-type aircraft for the USAF 88 
a low-cost, multi-purpose trainer 
towards the first half of the 199s, 
not to mention potential Third 
World customers who will be 
needing 2,449 Lavie-type aircraft 
during the 1990s. Israel expects to 
be able to capture about 17 percent 
of that market if there is not repeti- 
tion of the political problems which 
plagued the Kfir export programme.

Whether this 
will compensate potential buyers 
for the political consequences | 
doing business with Israe] remains 
to be seen. 

Thus the Lavie rolls on. The 
programme is already seven mon 
behind schedule; and according to 
the Americans, if a final Israeli deci 
sion, on which company it wants to 
do business with and on what terms, 
is not made by March 1, it will. be 
even further delayed. The mist has 
begun to lift, but only partially.

months ago — in order to get his 
ideas across to the people he is 
charged with administering, people 
who (he believes) are basically 
Tesponsive to his message. 

Faatidious in dress, speech and 
manner, Milson clearly enjoyed 
talking about “preparing the at- 
mosphere and social and political 
conditions” for a political dialogue 
between Israel and the Palestinian 
Arabs, 

“Israel will encourage political 
elements in the area who are not 
pro-PLO,” he sald, explaining the 
policy declared by Defence 
Minister Sharon in the Kneaset. 

“Sharon made it clear that Israel 
does not require that these elements 
should espouse or adopt the Israeli 


of the separation of the civilian 
functions from the military func- 
tions of the defence minister's ex- 
ecutive organs in the area, The 
Israeli government has not changed 
the legal status of our operations In 
the area, Since 1967, Israel has an- 
nounced that it will observe the 
various international conventions 
regarding occupied territories, 
notwithstanding the fact that since 
1967 Israel has always refused to ac- 
cept the term. This is still the basis 
of our operations here. 

“Civil administration does not 
mean thal this is an administration 
operated by civilians but an ad- 
ministration dealing with the affairs 
of civilians. [t reflects the under- 
standing that the separation of ex- 
ecutive functions between military 
and civilian affairs would better suit 
the needs of the population and the 
policy aims of the government. But 
of course we hope and believe that 
the atmosphere in the areca will be 
such thal moderate people, 
pragmatic people, will be en- 
couraged to join the peace process, 
und in that respect we may be in a 
Sense preparing u political at- 
mosphere which may be conducive 
to the full implementation of the 
Camp David accords." 

Milson was slightly uncomfor- 
tuble with the yguestion whether, 


from the population’s point of view, ᾿ 


occupation under ἃ military govern- 
ment or 8 civil administration is any 
different. 

“L can't answer that — they have 
to,” he said, But he added he was 
encouraged that Bassam Shaka, 


perhaps the most prominent PLO 
leader in the territory, has said that 
the civil administration is more 
dangerous — to his and the PLO 
position — than other plans, 
because it deals with the life of 
every Patestinian in the arca. 

“He realizes that we have the 
will, the intention and the ad- 
ministrative and legal means to deal 
with the needs of the population. 
We can specialize in that and are 
not bothered by security needs. Of 
course, a PLO fanatic is not in- 
terested that the population should 
be served by the administration. He 
wants to prove that the people are 
suffering, that their problems are 
not being dealt with, From the PLO 
point of view, this is a danger,” 

“Lapse” is too strong a ward to 
describe the administration under 
the previous military government, 
Milson argued. Sharon does want to 
improve the quality of the ad- 
ministration. A ‘military: governor

affairs will always have to postpone 
“important civil matters to deal 
with urgent problems of security." 


MILSON felt he had “clearly not" 
made a mistake by taking up his 
position in November — a month 
dotted with significant anniversaries 
— those of the Balfour Declaration, 
the UN partition vote and Sadat's 
visil to Jerusalem. 

Traditional protests at Bir Zeil 
University marking the Balfour 
Declaration developed into violent 
demonstrations against the civil ad- 
ministration and Milson; within a 
few days the demonstrations led to 
the closure of the institution for two 
months. 

A visit fo the campus by a civil 
administration official this week 
once again sparked off a round of 
violence, and the army has had 10 
close the West Bank's main univer- 
sity once more, 

“The failure of the PLO's call for 
a general uprising is underlined by 
the fact that it came in November 
and not in the rainy days of late 
February. [t just proves that the ma- 
jority of the population are not PLO 
and when they can avoid taking 
orders from the PLO, they don't 
take orders from the PLO. We are 
nol going to change our decisions 
because of a calendar of ‘bluck 
dates’ {in November] which the 
PLO has invented. 

“We must fight the PLO political- 
ly us well as militarily because the 
organization is the most serious 
impediment to peace in the Middle 
East. They reject the idea of 
negoliated peace — of peace in 
toto.” 

It is possible to fight them and 
succeed, he asserted. “The fact that 
they have come to represent, or to 
be recognized in many circles as the 
representatives of, the Palestinians, 
doesn't mean that all the Palesti- 
nians are PLO — if you live here 
you know that that is not the case.” 

The fact that more people do not 
speak out is serious, and he is deter- 
mined to change the situation. “The 
PLO-controlled newspapers in East 
Jerusalem are a very important and 
frightening instrument,” and are 
largely responsible for it. 

“The usurpation of Palestinian 
representation by the PLO is not in 
itself a unique phenomenon. 
Modern history has other examples 
where a relatively small fanatical 
group with very definite political 
views, well armed and well- 
financed, was able to intimidate a 
whole population into silence and 
abrogate the right of representation 
for itself. 

“We know of examples where an 
entire cthnic group came to be 
represented, much to its own misfor- 
tune, by a fanatical, violent, brutal 
group. 

“It is the tragedy of the Palesti- 
nians that in the Thirties they were 
represented by the: Multi, Haj Amin 
al-Huaseini, whose hatred for Jews 
and Zicniem and his unwillingness 
to accept any form of compromise 
were ndtorious, and whose associa- 
tion with Hitler was also notorious. 
1 think many Palestinians, recognize 
today that his leadership was dis- 
astrous. At the time he secured that 
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leadership by using internal ter- 
rorism.” 


FOR MOST of the Arab world and 
much of Western opinion, the PLO, 
whils far from an ideal political 
organization, is the only audible 
national voice the Palestinians have. 
Milson argues, ‘however, that the 
problem of the West Bank must be 
dealt with separately from that of 
the refugees — in the interests of 
the local population. 


“There is a conflict between 
Israel and the Palestinian Arabs and 
between Israel and the Arabs in 
general and they are enmeshed. But 
the Fact ls that the majority of peo- 
ple identifying themselves an¢ being 
identified as Palestinians and living 
in the Middle East carry Jordanian 
passports, The majority of those 
who carry Jordanian passports are 
Palestinians. The arca of Jordan is 
(8 of 19 times the area of Judea and 
Samariu, and it is unrealistic to hope 
to settle the refugees in Juden and 
Samaria. The first to recognize that 
are the Palestinian Arabs of Judea 
and Samaria." 


As to their national identity, 
Milson said he “would not presume 
to dictate to Patestininn Arabs how 
fo describe themselves," But, refer- 
ring to their own writings and Arab 
literature in general, he added: 
“Palestinians ure never described 
by the word Ununa (nation) — that 
term is reserved for the Arab 
nation." 


In his article in Commentary, 
Milson quoted Anwar Nusscibeh of 
Jerusalem who said that for him 
“Jordanian citizenship was Arab 
citizenship" and cecutled thut his 
brother Khazem Nusseibeh is 
Jordan's ambassador to the UN, 


In the Pulesunian Covenant the 
phrase a-Shaah αἱ Falastint is used 
[8 times. On 17 occasions it in- 
cludes an additional word: ¢-Sha‘ab 
al Arabi al-Falastinia (the Arab 
Palestinian People). “The other 
time it appears is in the section 
where it says that the Palestinian 
people are an inseparable part of 
the Arab nation. And you ask me 
whether | believe in a Pulestinian 
nation?” 


THERE JS no question that 
the influence of Jordan in the 
territories has declined. The people 
in this area have traditionally relied 
on external forces to provide 
somebody to represent them. “But 
there is certainly an authentic alter- 
native to the PLO,” Milson main- 
tained. “Life in this area — 
economic, agricultural and building 
activity, and schools open — all this 
ia going on while the PLO is 
shouting and screaming for a 
boycott and general uprising. So 
there are other forces here. They 
‘should find, for themselves, ways 
and means to express themselves 
politically. But there is no doubt 
that they are there and that they ore 
authentic,” 


THE MUTUAL avoidance of 
Milson and Nablus mayor Bassam 
Shak'a, the. acknowledged leader of 
the PLO-oriented National Guid- 
ance Committee, has been as con- 
spicuous as Sharon's avoidance of 
Frejj. Ρ 

Milson has met Shak's in the 
past, but not since assuming office, 
“The fact that Shak’a himself not 
only condones terrorism but praises 
it does not diminish my sorrow for 
his pain," he said, referring to the 
car bomb attack thal crippled the 
mayor [8 months ago, “What 1

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COOPERATION 


THE IDEA of directly involving 
Diaspora Jewry in the comprehen- 
sive slum renovation programme 
known as Project Renewal was not 
initially well received. 

Some community leaders abroad 
saw it as a new fund-raising gim- 
mick. The Israeli establishment 
feared interference in ‘their’ af- 
fairs, which they would naturally re- 
sent. 

Heaven knows what Prime 
Minister Menachem Begin actually 
intended when he articulated the 
idea in an after-dinner speech to a 
group of Diaspora Jews in 1977. 

But several years and eight trips 
later, Dick Gunther, chairman of 
the Project Renewal drive in Los 
Angeles, is one of those who is 
hooked on the ides, 

Los Angeles is the Diaspora 
“twin of Ierusalem’s Musrara 
Quarter, and finances part of the 
renewal projects there through the 
Jewish Agency. 

Gunther, who headed o small 
delegation of LA renewal fund- 
tnisers who recontly came here on 
an inspection tour, refers to his in- 
volvement in the project as “my 
most interesting experience in 
Jewish community work in the fast 
30 years.” 

But how involved can one 
become through a series of short 
visits and occasional reports? 

In order to understand better how 
the LA fund-raisers handle their 
responsibilities, we accompanied 
them on their tours through 
Musrara and saw how they handled 
Israeli bureaucracy. 

The group comprised Gunther 
and his wife Lois, his new co- 
chairman Willard Chotiner and his 
wife Rita, Norman Saiger, a profes- 
slonal in the LA Jewish Federation 
who deals full-time with Project 
Renewal, and Larry Rubin, an LA 
volunteer doing community work in 
Musrara. 


WHERE IS the orchestra? One 
of their first meetings with 
the renewal staff in Musrara and 
local residents took place in the 
Tikvateinu youth centre. It opened 
as the community centre (ztatnas) 
director, Ori Eilon, recited a vague, 
laconic report on the project's 
social programmes funded through 
the Agency. Norman provided a 
simultaneous translation. 

Dick listened, glancing at an 
English version of the report, and 
after a few minutes cut Ori off: 
“The report is too general,” he 
snapped. "We want to see how 
budgets are translated into people, 
How many people take part in these 
activities?” 

Dick, an intense, compact man in 
his late fifties, hammered away: 
“For the last two years we've been 
asking for monthly reports on pro- 
ject activities and haven't got 
them." 

Ori mumbled something about 
LA getting detailed reports from the 
Agency, Those are inadequate, tao, 
said the delegates, 

The session Jurched forward with 
occasional interruptions and com- 
ments from loca! residents, until 
Dick spotted something missing 
from the report. “Where is the 
orchestra?” he asked. Money was 
sent lo buy instruments for a youth 
orchestra, but no such programme 
was listed. The instruments, it 
turned out, were lying unused ina 
storeraom. “Why doesn't the report 
say this?" asked Dick impatiently. 

The discussion on the missing 
orchestra trailed off with the staff 
members arguing umong themselves 
over what happened. 

Accurate, up-to-date reports are 
essential, the delegates explained 
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later, because the renewal funds 
collected in LA are released in 
Slages as programmes are 
implemented. 

During the meeting, the delegates 
also pointed out that the report 
failed to note which staff positions 
in the project were vacant, LA now 
has four volunteers working in 
Musrara, and could supply more if 
needed, The volunteers, supported 
in part by the Agency's Sherut 
La‘am programme and the LA com- 
munity, must have ἃ specific skill, 
know Hebrew, and commit 
themselves to a long stay. 

Later, a community worker ex- 
plained to the delegates that when 
LA volunteers fill vacant positions 
which the government is supposed 
to fund, this aggravates the problem 
of “budget drain" from the 
neighbourhood, and the project 
ends up funding what are supposed 
to be regular government services. 


THEY'RE STEALING THE MONEY. 
The session was not just a placid 
discussion of budgets and activities, 
It was frequently interrupted, at 
least in the beginning, by a number 
of young men who came to vent 
their personal frustrations and to 
give voice to the “community's” 
grievances against the people who 
administer the project. 

The calculated disruptions and 
the accusations Mung at the profes- 
sionals — “they're stealing the 
money!" — didn't ruffle the 
delegates. In fact, they apologized 
to me for the rowdiness. “Just let- 
ting off steam,” Dick said. “Almost 
every nieeting we have had in the 
last two and a half years gets inter- 
tupted Jike this. They'll cool off 
soon,” 

And he was right. Part of the 
Irustration coutd be traced to grow- 
ing unemployment among the "18 
plus" group, as they are known in 
the social workers’ jargon. The 
young men calmed down when they 
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usrara 
connection

were assured that these problems 
would be dealt with at another 
meeting, with no less a figure than 
Deputy Minister of Labour and 
Social Affairs Ben-Zion Rubin. The 
delegates told me later that Rubin 
had a hard time with them. 

The delegates know thal part of 
the disruptiveness stems from in- 
Security. Young men who grew up 
on the streets feel unsure of 
themselves and intimidated by the 
committees, agendas, and budgets 
on which their futures may depend. 


4 ROOM for Dalia, Another day, 
another meeting, this time with a 
woman, Dalia Atzmon, in charge of 
a pilot programme in the Project 
sponsored by the Ministry of 
Labour and Social Affairs. 


This programme is designed to 
overcome apathy and ignorance 
about job opportunities among 
neighbourhood youngsters by 
sending officials into the area Lo talk 
with them and polnt them in the 
right direction to vocational train- 
ing or to the employment service. 

The meeting took place in a park 
next to the youth centre because 
there was no one around at the ap- 
pointed hour to open it for us, 


As Dalia and the delegates dis- 
cussed the programme, 
neighbourhood residents sat down 
to kibbitz for a while, 


Dalia, deeply influenced by the 
“get a job and get off the streets" 
mentality of the old Labour 
Ministry, has a problem. In order to 
make contact with the residents in 
need of employment advice and 
motivation, she must sit in an office 
next to the other renewal program- 
mes. This undermines her, she says, 
because the residents see the entire 
renewal project os a source of hand- 
outs, while she is the only one 
making demands on them. So when 
they come to her, they expect 
another handout instead of advice 


on how they can help themselves. If. 
her office were located elsewhere, 
she told the Americans, she could 
avoid being seen as a source of hand. 
outs. Would the delegates take up 
her request with the neighbourhood 
project manager? 

Daila's dilemma, of finding a way 
to help people help themselves 
without stifling their own un- 
developed sense of initiative, struck 
a responsive chord among the 
delegates. You don’t have to lecture 
Dick, a land developer, or Willard, 
a contractor, on the virtues of good 
old-fashioned hard work. What's 
more, they are well aware of the 
handout mentality of many of the 
residenta, 

When the Americans first visited 
Musrara, they recalled, the resi- 
dents came right up to them and 
asked for money. This happened 
time and again and embarrassed 
many of the visitors from LA who 
came to 866 what the project was 
doing for the neighbourhood, The 
residents still see them as their “big 
benefactors" and spokesman vis A 
vis the establishment, and refuse to 
believe that only about one-fifth of 
what has been spent in Musrara 
through Project Renewal has come 
from LA Jewry. 

The residents approached them 
as they walked through the area and 
pointed out problems demanding 
urgent attention, apparently ex- 
pecting them to run to the nearest 
government agency and insist on ac- 
tion. These requests covered 
everything from outdoor lighting for 
‘a basketball court to a hole in a 
fence. 

As it happens, the delegates’ job 
is not to decide what programmes 
or repairs to initiate in the 
neighbourhood. That task belongs 
to the local steering committee, 
which makes up a yeurly program- 
me and submits {t for approval to a 
higher government-Jewish Agency 
forum. 

The LA community can make 
suggestions, which do carry weight, 
but the only actual power they have 
is the right to veto items budgeted 
through the Agency that they 
believe are unnecessary or ex- 
travagant, Still, the LA delegation 
often finds itself in the position of 
mediator or pressure group in the 
mini-political system that comprises 
the project. 


POUNDING THE TABLE—GENTLY. 
After a long, hectic week of 
meetings with residents, officials of 
the Municipality, Agency and Hous- 
ing Ministry, and LA volunteers, the 
Gelegates were ready for a wrap-up 
seasion with Yehiel Admoni, chief 
Agency coordinator for Project 
Renewal. 

In this three-hour discussion the 
delegates thrashed out a long list of 
problems that require Admoni's at- 
tention (from lighting for the 
basketball court to the ancient 
bones dug up beneath what will be 
the Musrara mikva), and reached an 
agreement on the 1982-83 budget. 

The LA-sponsored dental clinic 
run by an immigrant dentist and 
staffed by LA volunteers has turned 
out to be 8 “hit” with the 
neighbourhood residents — and 
something of an administrative 
headache for Admoni, 

He explained the problems of 
determining whom the clinic is sup- 
Posed to sefve and who is responsi- 
ble for maintenance, disposing of 
Over a dozen outmoded dental 
chairs donated by the U.S. govern- 
ment, and coordinating the clinic 
with Health Miniatry policy, 

Nein he did so, the delegates lost 


They had no idea how many com- 


plex policy and administrative is- 
sues could be raised by simply try. 
Ing to give Musrara residents Βοοὰ 
dental care for the first time in thelr 
lives, The matter was left in Ad- 
moni's lap. 

The discussion turned to the new 
corporation planned for renewal 
Projects in Jerusalem, and the 
delegates felt it would be a bad 


thing if Musrara were drawn into 
this, 


RECALLING his past experience 
with Israeli bureaucracy, Dick 
urged that an exception be made in 
Musrara's case. Admoni wanted to 
stick to the rules, but Dick laughed 
that off, saying “anything is possible 
in this country.” 

One was left with the feeling that 
Admoni would resolve the matter 
with Jerusalem officials the way he 
wanted it. 

When the discussion turned to 
next year's budget, the detegates 
were back in their element. Their 
impatience flared again over being 
handed a document — past expen- 
ditures and next year’s projections 
— that was vague and incomplete. 
Now it was Admoni’s turn to be 
flustered, and he hauled in his 
budget official for an explanation. 

Once the delegates got the ap- 
Propriate facts and figures, they 
could get down to brass tacks, The 
$350,000 proposed by the Agency 
for next year’s social program- 
mes was too much, they said. It’s an 
unrealistic figure, considering that 
only $70,000 has been spent so far 
this year, Bul now that the project is 
better organized, it can be expected 
to do more next year; so a com- 
Promise of $260,000 was agreed on. 

The money allocated this year for 
renovating an old school to serve as 
8 community centre will still be 
available, since construction hasn't 
started. Work on building the mikva 
has been held up by the bones. 

The delegates viewed the meeting 
with Admoni as a success, and had 
nothing but praise for the way he 
has encouraged greater involve 
ment of Diaspora communities in 
the project. 

This is “consultation season" for 
Admoni, as one delegation after 
another arrives to review the pro- 
ject's progress in its area and fix a 
budget framework for next year. 

Things don't always go.as 
smoothly with other official agencie: 
however, and the LA delegates 88- 
sured me that if they weren't on the 
scene occasionally, it would take 10 
years to get some things done. They 
seem to have learned the Israeli art 
of “table-pounding™ and are not 
hesitant about asserting their de- 
mands when they feel they are on 

firm ground, 


SPREADING the wealth. The 
original idea that Diaspora com- 
munities would provide matching 
funds for renewal money put up by 
the government is now seen as un- 
realistic. In no case has the 
Diaspora contribution come close 
te the money invested by the 
government, and the over-all 
balance now is $95m. spent by the 
government and about $40m. by the 
Agency, 

Furthermore, out of the 69 
neighbourhoods where the project 
15 now operating, seven remain un- 
twinned, For most of the others, 
there is an imbalance between the 
needa of the neighbourhood and the 
resources of the Diaspora com- 
munity. In LA's case, the fund- 
raising capacity of one of the largest 
Jewish communities in the U.S, far 
Outstrips the needs of Musrara, 
which has only 2,700 familics and ἃ 
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Irish-born flautist James Galway, who is here 


for a series of concerts, drops hy 


the Israel Museum and tries out something different. Galway in αὶ will play a 
number uf ancient musical instruments for a Yorkshire Television production.

(Ya'ucov Hurlap) 
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dwindling number of children. 

The Agency's solution to mis- 
matching is to put several small 
communities together in a “cluster” 
to sponsor one disadvantaged 
neighbourhood, and to persuade the 
large ones like LA to provide funds 
for an additional area, 

During the week the delegates 
also toured ἃ depressed develop- 
ment town in the north that remains 
untwinned. Their conclusion, after 
talking to local officials and resi- 
dents, wis thut the town's top 
priority is employment, and that in 
its current format Project Renewal 
can do little to solve this problem. A 
n¢w library, or day-care centre will 
be of limited value if hundreds, are 
out of work and young peaple move 
away because they can't get jobs, 


A NEW MODEL? The LA com- 
munity is thought to have one of the 
most active and sophisticated ap- 
proaches to involvement in Project 
Renewal. Only about a half of the 
twinned communities send groups 
On consultation missions, and most 
of these come for a look around, 
leaving the problems for Admoni 
and his staff to deal with. 

Even in the LA community itself, 


active Trivolvement applies to only 
about 100 people, including 
volunteers and those at the top 
levels of the federation. Thousands 
more, however, have seen the slide- 
show prepared by the federation 
about the LA-Musrara relationship 
or have come to Israel to have a 
brief look for themselves. 


The old approach to Diaspora- 
Israel relations was “give us the 
money and don't bother us," us 
Dick put it. The official public rela- 
lions image of Project Renewal 
declines the new mode as a 
“partnership.” Whal happens is ac- 
tually much more interesting than 
the picture conveyed by this bland 
word. 

Project’ Renewal has pluced 
Diaspora Jews smack in the middte 
of a bubbling cauldron of social 
problems and political pressures 
and so they have to switch back 
and forth between several 
roles; gracious benefactor, 
neighbourhood ombudsman, tough 
negotiator, shrewd accountant, and 
over-all troubleshooter. The LA 
delegation has learnt haw to juggle 
these roles and keep up with the 
pressure, without losing enthusiasm 
or a sense of proportion. a

also clear from what I have said 
about the PLO... .-.. +2 : 

“But what is-irfportant is what 
loca!“ Palestinian Arabs think of 
what Shak'a proposes to them,” he 
says, recalling last year's teachers’ 
strike “which was exploited by PLO 
agitators who wanted to prolong the 
strike.” Shak'a was in favour of con- 
tinuing the strike and said that in 
Algeria there were no schools for 14 
years. He might well have said that 
since his children either study 
abroad or at private schools, they 
would not be affected by the strike. 

“So, this is the man, that is his 
Political prospect, these are his 
norms — [ don't believe that the 
Palestinian population here is will- 
ing to opt for that course.” 


WHILE MILSON'S name has been 
closely linked with the establish- 
ment of the village leagues as 8 
force to counter the influence of 
generally pro-PLO mayors, ‘he 
denies that he “invented” them.

truth, They are there, they were

obvious," he added with satisfac- 
tion.

THE GOVERNMENT of Israel, 
regardless of the party in power, has 
consistently seen the Arab minority 
as people to be ruled and control- 
led, and not as equal participants in 
building an Israeli society. This con- 
demnation came from an Arab who 
has ‘made it" inside the establish- 
ment, Alignment Knesset Member 
Mohammed Watad (Mapam), who 
was speaking in a debate in Tel 
Aviv, sponsored by the magazine 

New Outlook, 

The debate was over whether 
there is a way to prevent a rift 
between Jews and Arabs In Israel. 
Both the two Jews and the two 
Arabs on the panel had an answer of 
“yes, but...” ? 

MK Watad gave examples of in- 
stances in which he and others sug- 
gested the names of educated Arabs 
capable of filling key positions 
relating to the Arab population — 
only to have the Arabs passed over 
in favour of Jewish “experts.” 

“| was Tal ough to think we 
had accomplished somet! hen. 
Shmuel Toledano, during his tenure 
as the prime minister's adviser on 
Arab affairs, appointed an Arab to 
an executive position on his staff. 
Later, I discovered that, beyond the 
token representation and the 
impressive title, the man wasn't 
given any real tools or any 
authority." 

The MK said the only solution is 
integration of the Arabs as equals in 
Israeli society, alongside protection 
of their rights to their own culture 
and to what he termed their 
“progressive national identity." 

AS an example, he cited a case in 
which Arab and Georgian workers 
in a factory went on strike together; 
in other cases, he said, the Jewish 
employees broke strikes by Arabs 
out of patriotism, and Arabs were 
brought in to break strikes by Jews, 
Arab and Jewish workers pulling

together for their mutual benefit is 
full participation, he said. 

Abed Kabub, chairman of the 
Moslem Committee — Wakf — in 
Jaffa, said the frustration felt by 
Arabs there and in other mixed 
cities is reaching the danger point. 

“Over the years, I've heard peo- 
ple say that we Jaffa Arabs are 
loyal, quiet and peace-loving. That's 
very nice, but what did it get us? 

“We opened our homes and 
hearts to Jewish immigrants; there 
are old women in our 
neighbourhood who can’t sign their 
numes but can speak Yiddish, 
Rumanian and Bulgarian fluently. 
After a few years, new housing 
developments were built for the im-

migrants, and they, instead of 
thanking us, boarded up the rooms 
they had been using and left us to 
deteriorate. We want equal oppor- 
tunity in housing, education, 
employment and other aspects of 
everyday life.

YOUNG ISRAELIS adapt better to 
military life than their Western 
counterparts, but they have some 
special difficulties found only in the 
Israel Defence Forces. That's the 
assessment of Aluf-Mishne Reuven 
Gal, the IDF's chief psychologist. 

Speaking at the recent con- _ 
ference of the Israel Psychological 
Association at Haifa University, Dr. 
Gal- saidthat young Israelis are as 
highly motivated as ever to 
volunteer for combat units; that 
after completing compulsory ser- 
vice an overwhelming percentage 
said they would have enlisted of 
their own free will; and that many of 
them would have signed on for extra 
time in order to be In elite units. 

A series of motivation studies had 
been done on 17-year-olds register- 
ing for induction, Gal said. There 
was also a follow-up survey on 
soldiers who had completed their 
three-year compulsory tour of duty. 
Both surveys showed that fully 90 
per cent of the youths would have 
volunteered for the army even if 
service were not compulsory, and 
that two-thirds of them would have 
enlisted for the full three years. 
Only 10 per cent would have prefer- 
red not to serve. 

Asked which units they'd like to 
serve in, 73.7 per cent preferred 
clite fighting units, 59 per cent said 
they'd serve an extra year in order 
to become officers, and 57 per cent 
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volunteer 


had unit preferences before enter- 
ing the IDF. 


The largest group (53 per cent) 
wanted to be pilots, in the full un- 
derstanding that this meant a 
minimum of seven years in uniform. 
The next largest group (42.7 per 
cent) would like to become 
paratroopers; 27 per cent expressed 
a desire to be in the crack Golaniin- 

—fantty brigade; and 15 per cent saw 
themselves in the Armoured Corps. 
There were no appreciable dif- 
ferences between the recent survey 
and a similar one done in 1974, said 
Gal, “showing that our young 
men’s motivation is not on the 
decline.” . 


He also noted that “99 per cent of 
the 18-year-olds who get call-up 
orders present themselves for ser- 
vice without having to be told 
twice.” If this figure was not impres- 
sive, Gal told his audience, it should 
be compared with the percentage of 
Israelis who pay their TY tlcence fee 
on receipt of the first notice. 


THE IDF psychologist disagreed 
with the view of his counterparts in 
Western armies that the high level 
of Israeli motivation comes from 
the country’s military situation and 
an appreciation that army service is 
for the defence of the country. He 
said that the rush to the army stems 
from existing national norms, such 
as “the ‘mystique of combat ser- 


vice,” and their effect on the. 


youths’ self-identity. 


“ Commando’ and ‘paratrooper' 
continue to bé words that appeal to 
our young pep," he said, “They 
denote values and status In the eyes 
of the prospective recruit. On the 
other hand, the (erm jodnik [used 
for those with administrative and 
service jobs far from the front lines] 
still has very negative connoiations 
in their minds,"

HAIFA. — Israel society is going 
through a crisis of educated persons 
seeking “personal salvation’ by 
flocking to dubious psychotherapy, 
astrology and fortune telling, Haifa 
University psychologist Dr. 
Binyamin Beit-Halahmi told the 
recent Psychological Association 

convention here. : 

Beit-Halahmi coined the word 
“*nonsensology’’ for the. 
phenomenon and said it is com- 
monly sought by people who had 
failed to “change ihe world” in 
some way and who seek solace for 
their frustration in false therapies. 

He said there is a remarkable 
rush by persons of the upper middle 
class into different forms of 
psychotherapy, from the scientific 
type to such questionable practices 
as EST, and even to fortune tellers 
and astrologists. 

Many institutions have been 
estublished to satisfy this.new de- 
mand “and are making a lot of 
money,” he said, adding (hat many 
are not really professional. = 

He blamed the media for giving 
“tegitimizdtion™ to nansensology by 
publishing regular horoscopes, and 
singled out The Jerusalem Post as 
one of the few dailies that had not 
joined the stampede. | εν 

He scofed Israel Television for 
having “reached the. height of mis- 
chief” by iis recent screening of a 
half-hour feature on astrology, 
which was presented as a serious 


science, “This is unequalied by any 
serious TV station in the world,” he 
said, condemning it as a “symptom” 
of the crisis of Israeli society. 

He contrasted the seekers of 
“personal salvation,” who had given 
up their will to change Israel and 
now look only to their own good, 
with the Aozrim bit'shuva (newly 
Orthodox), another contemporary 
phenomenon of our society, who 
seek the common good. 

These do want Lo bring about the 
coming of the Messiah, but a 
Messiah who would save all the 
people of Israel, not only them- 
selves, he said. The personal salva- 
tion seekers, on the other hand, 
comprise mainly those Israelis in- 
tent on acquiring a system of 
meaning to enable them to unders- 
tand their personal fate. 

Dr. Avner Falk of the Eitanim 
Hospital near Jerusalem, who 
specializes in psychohistory, told 
the convention that politicians 
crave leadership and power because 
of their subconscious feelings of 
want, lack of uttention, love and 
warmth held over from childhood. 
The political arena scrves them as a 
return on a larger scale to the 
relationships and feelings from 
childhood. 

Falk said that if politicians would 
make extensive use of 
psychologists, their reactions to 
situations of stress could be fore- 
seen. However, il is out of character 
for politicians to seek such 
assistunce, Fulk said.

principle 


WHEN AN ISRAELI walks in the 


capitals of the world today, he ex- 


periences Lhe painful trauma of 


human isolation. Military power 
coupled with a sense of political 
vulnerability is the paradoxical 
burden of the modern Israeli, We 
know that no victory in war will 
alter our political position in the 
world, The breakdown of a moral 
dialogue with the world, the feeling 
that the economic power of the 
Arab oil states influences political 
considerations towards Israel may 
contribute to the moral disillusion- 
ment of the Israeli. Many are begin- 
ning to wonder about the 
significance and importance of our 
national renewal, 

How do we relate to the world, 
given our profound sense of po- 
litical vulnerability and loneliness? 
Our political position in the world 
may lead one to abandon any pos- 
sibility of integrating morality with 
power and any hope of being moral- 
ly and humanly understood by the 
nations of the world. Let us examine 
the relationship between power and 
responsibility on both the personal 
and the national level in order to 
gain some moral insight regarding 
our political isolation and the use of 
national power, 


ESTEEM, DIGNITY and recogni- 
lion are various terms used to ex- 
press the positive consequences of 
power in human relationships. 
Power gives weight to a person. 
Whether the source of power be 
economic, social or political, the ef- 
fect is that the person with power 
becomes a weighty entity, an object 
of serious consideration and regard. 

Power is also a condition for 
freedom, Without power, one is 
deprived of the means to behave as 
an autonomous agent. 


The powerless person is 
vulnerable to what others initiate. 
When you are weak and helpless, 
you experience the source of what 
happens to you as being outside of 
yourself, You have no control over 
the decisions and events determin- 
ing your life. You can learn to 
maneuver within the limits of your 
relative powerlessness, e.g., by the 
use of “influence™ or by appealing 
to the mercy and goodwill of those 
in power, 

Nevertheless, when your overall 
situation is in the hands of others, 
you cannot escape a deep feeling of 
alienation and impotence, 
Freedom, in the sense of self- 
direction and self-governing 
autonomy, presupposes a measure 
of power. 

, Power transforms passive objects 
into autonomous agents. It restores 


DAVID NAHSHON is a young rab-

the individual's image of himself as 
an effective decision-making, self- 
generating agent. Not being al the 
mercy of others, not being alienated 
from the decisions that determine 
the events and overall framework of 
one’s life are some of the positive 
Consequences of power in human 
relationships. 


THE POSSESSION of power, 
however, contains its own potential 
dangers. The liberating experience 
of newly-acquired power tends to 
generate an insatiable quest for 
more and more power, “As they 
manipulated me in the past, 1 shail 
now manipulate them, As the world 
imposed its will upon me in the past, 
[ shall now impose my will upon the 
world.” 

The quest for wealth and in- 
fluence can turn into an obsessive 
drive lo destroy anything that limits 
one’s will. In reaction to being 
dominated by external forces, a 
Person can pursue a policy aimed at 
eliminating any obstacle impeding 
the satisfaction of his wants and 
desires, 

Power can give rise to a world 
picture wherein one’s will knows no 
limits, where freedom becomes syn- 
onymous with the total absence of 
inhibition and restraint. The writer 
of Ecclesiastes describes how he 
was sucked into such a voracious 
quest for total and unrestricted 
satisfaction of all his needs and 
wants. No desire was left un- 
satisfied. No conceivable source of 
pleasure was beyond his reach. He 
met no resistance to his seemingly 
all-powerful will. As a protective 
reaction ‘against the futility of 
human effort and the absurdity of 
life, he indulged his every desire and 
fantasy; he desperately and success- 
fully sought to find meaning in a 
world that presented him with no 
limits. 

Power can be used to blind 
oneself to human contingency in 
two ways: 1) by supporting the illu- 
sion of total control and domination 
of others, and 2) by providing an es- 
‘cape from involvement with others, 
By limiting one's contact with peo-

ple and by withdrawing into a 
private, protected world of ex- 
perience, one minimizes the pain 
and vulnerability that exposure to 
others involves. Power enables a 
person to overcome feelings of 
helplessness by increasing his con- 
trol over the external environment, 
or by providing him with the oppor- 
tunity of turning away from the ex- 
ternal environment and taking 
refuge in stoic-like privacy and 
detachment. 


THE CRUCIAL ISSUE facing 
those concerned with the ethics of 
power is: Where does power lead? 
Does it lead to a type of insanity 
that aims at abolishing all limits? Or 
can it awaken one to the expanded 
range of responsibilities which it 
creates? 

Power need not lead to an insane 
quest to overcome limitations, but 
father it can create an ability to ac- 
cept limitations freely. On consider- 
ing the moral problematics of 
power, one must be aware of the 
distinction between the use of 
power to overcome limitations or to 
freely accept limitations. For the 
mature human being acceptance of 
finitude and limitations is not born 
of necessity and weakness but of 
choice and reflection on the nature 
of man. 


NATIONS, LIKE individuals, res- 
pond to increased power in ways 
analogous to those discussed 
previously. The rebirth of the State 
of Israel represents the change that 
the acquisition of power brought 
about in Jewish consciousness. The 
future direction of Israeli society 
may be evaluated in light of the op- 
tions that power creates. Will power 
engender a compulsive need to con- 
tol and manipulate? Will it lead to 
4 socio-cultural withdrawal into un- 
concern about the external world? 
Or will it lead to a greater sensibility 
to the expanded range of Tespon- 
sibilities accompanying an increase 
in power? 

There are people who are afraid 
of the change in the Jewish psyche 
that Israel has brought about. In

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Israel the Jews constitute a modern 
nation and not merely a religious 
community. It is not a simple task to 
instill a spirit. of moral respon- 
siveness in a modern state 
motivated by self-interest and the 
quest for power. Balancing power 
with openness to moral claims, 
perceiving power as a reason for 
self-imposed limitations and not for 
boundless licence — these are 
among the weighty challenges fac- 
ing modern Israel. 

The Midrash writes that the Tora 
was not meant for angelic scholars 
who lived in pure environments, 
The living community of Israel had 
to leave the conditions of the desert 
and enter a land which forced them 
to face the complex struggles and 
challenges of normalcy. If one takes 
the Bible seriously it would appear 
that Judaism was not meant to be 
lived under conditions where one 
does not have to face the moral 
dilemma of power. The viability of 
Judaism in the modern world de- 
pends in part on how Israel res- 
ponds to the moral opportunities of 
statehood, normalcy and power. Do 
we accept the possibility of in- 
tegrating morality with power? Or 
must all power corrupt? ἢ 


THE TWENTIETH century has 
taught the Jewish people the need 
to develop a strong nation which 
respects the importance of power. 
The revolution among the Jewish 
people in Israel came about because 
of our terrible revulsion at the suf- 
fering of the Jews before modern 
diabolic expressions of human evil. 
In a messianic world, swords can be 
turned into ploughshares, In a mes- 
sianic world Maimonides challenges 
us to cultivate intellectual love of 
God. But in a,world of Auschwitz, 
in a world where morality and 
Politics are often separated, one 
must learn the art of self-defence. 
One must build an air force if one 
seeks to survive in an unredeemed 
world, 

The biblical Jew of the twentieth 
century is not frightened of acquir- 
ing power. But however important 
power is for our survival, we mis- 
understand and ‘distort the 
significance of our return to 
nationhood if we do not seek to in- 
tegrate power with moral respon- 
sibility. Just as modern technology 
can be cither a blessing or a curse, 
580 too can all forms of power be 
utilized either for enhancing or 
destroying the dignity of man. 
Reborn Israel has returned to the 
framework of biblical spirituality 
where “kings” are Tesponsible to 
the moral understanding of the 
prophetic vision of history. In a

Among the 
choices: grandiosity, exaggerated 
self-righteousness, arrogant belief in 
one’s moral purity (a mood that may 
result from political loneliness and 
isolation) — or compassionate 
respect for minority groups, a 
healthy appreciation of human 
Finitude and a widening of our sense 
of responsibility (a mature expres- 
sion of power). Our political 
leaders’ sincere appreciation of the 
dangers of power will be a concrete 
manifestation of the biblical roots of 
our national renaissance, 


IN SPITE OF the cynical use of vil 
power in the world, we must never 
give up our hope that political con- 
sideration will be infused with the 
moral pathos of the prophets, This 
ntust be the burden of a people tied 
toa land which breathes the spirit of 
the biblical covenunt. Our belief in 
the eternal significance of the 
biblical covenant taught our people 
that in spite of the brutalities of 
human history, we must believe .in 
the dignity of man created in the 
image of God. A people that is 
burdened by that belief can never 
accept Jewish political isolation asa 
Permanent feature of our human 
condition, 

1 don't minimize the burden our 
Political leaders must carry in trying 
to build a viable political reulity in 
an unredeemed world.

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YOSL BERGNER-Paintings 1938-

PAINTER Yosl Bergner is the 
archetypal odd-man-out. Looking 
back on my first meeting with him 
in Melbourne in the carly Forties, 
when he was a pudgy, pugnaciously 
tipsy private in the Aliens Battalion 
of the Australian Army Labour 
Corps, he seemed at odds even with 
himself. But he also exuded warmth 
and charm. More importantly, he 
had the presence of a real per- 
sonality, one of a poet. My carly 
impression of him is inextricably 
mixed with my image of Dylan 
Thomas, whom Yos! came to ad- 
mire so much. Bergner has always 
been an odd-man-out as an artist 
too, perhaps one of the most 
valuable assets a painter can pos- 
sess. This handsome book about 


Bergner ἅπῈ ἰήϊ is long over- 
due. 


Bergner was born in Vienna, grew 
up in Warsaw, became a painter in 
Australla, moved to Paris and 
Safad, eventually settled in Tel 
Aviv. There he became a col- 
laborator and friend of playwright 
Nissim Aloni, who gives us here a 
loving, entertaining dramatization 
of the Bergner family saga and a 
fairly frank portrait of the artist as a 
young man. 

Bergner, an Israel Prize winner, 
stems from a family of artists, 
writers, dancers, dreamers. His 
father, Melech Ravitch, was a noted 
Yiddish poet and Manger Prize 
laureate, whose early awareness of 
the Nazi threat lead him to seek a 
Jewish Utopia in the Australian 
Outback, a dream .that at least 
resulted in the saving of his“ ows: 
family. Bergner’s uncle Munya 
(Monia in the translation here: 
there are a few other mistransla- 
tions, like Pilzutski for Pilsudski) 
was an early mounted watchman 
here und ἢ sumelime art stu- 
dent, who shot himself on his return 
to Vienna and bequeathed Yost his 
box of paints. Yosl took his 
mother's — and thus his Uncle 
Munya’‘s — family name; as though 
repaying a debt, he recently 
translated a romantic photo of his 
uncle in Arab watchman’s dress into 
8 moving series of paintings 
depicting groups of pioncers, some 
of them seemingly based on famous 
group photographs -of the early 
pioneers of Deganya and Sejera.

outest of all of Australia’s odd-men- 
out and was thus one of the first to 
view them in human, compassionate 
terms, this in a country where, even 
today, they are all too often 
regarded as “boongs,” a term of 
scorn and derision. 

Despite his training at the staid 
Melbourne National Gallery School, 
much of Yosl’s early work was posi- 
Jewish-School-of-Paris expres- 
sionism. But something lightened 
when he came to Safad; his freely- 
painted, almost calligraphic ‘Safad 
Landscape” (1951) reproduced here 
is evidence of that. Within a year or 
so he was exploring a new lyrical 
style based on non-realistic depic- 
tions of figures, one that reached its 
peak in his later illustrations to 
Kafka. By the mid-Fifties the 
familiar sad-eyed clowns, kings and 
angels were beginning to make their 
appearance. A whiff of surrealism 
was added, to find expression in dif-* 
ferent ways, in his depiction of 
kitchen objects, some elevated to 
Calvary; and then his turn of the 
century refugees, their staid 
Zichron-Hadera tea parties 
menaced by the eyeless birds of 
their unconscious. 

Just when Yosl seemed to be 
working u theme to death he would 
switch to another, always adjusting 
his delineation and technique in the 
process. Prior to his recent chafurz 
theme, he spent several yeurs 
painting toys and flowers, but even 
these mundane objects were en- 
dowed with a life of their own: 
Bergner's flowers sometimes seem 
to Stare buck al you, as you gize at 
them. 

Long one of I[srael’s most 
marketuble artists, Bergner has 
often been accused of pot-boiling, 
hut his best works are so well 
painted that ahything not quite up 
to their mark may seem, by com- 
parison, a disappointment. Not even 
the fine quality of the colour. 
reproductions in this book (made 
from excellent photographs by the 
masterly fsrael Zafrir) can give 
a real idea of the paint qualily of the 
best of Bergner's still life. 

Aloni's narrative is directly 
related to each period of Bergner's 
work, which is grouped accordingly. 
The brief note by Rodi Bfneth- 
Perry is rather inadequate. 
There is no index and no notes to 
or index of the plates. But this is 
nevertheless a delightful book

Haim Gamzu 
dies at 72 


Dr. Haim Gamzu, founder of the 
new Tel Aviv Museum and an in- 
Nuential art and drama critic, hus 
died in Tel Aviv aged 72. 

Gamzu was born in Russia in 
1910, His parents settled here in 
1923. He gruduated from the 
Herzliya Gymnasia high school and 
became a farm worker, first at 
Ayelet Hashahar and alterwards in 
the orange groves of Petuh Tikva. 
He then left for Paris, where he 
studied at the Sorbonne and worked 
for French newspapers. In 1937 he 
covered the Spanish civil war. 

Gamzu received his doctorate 
from the University of Vienna and 
relurned here at the outbreak of 
World War [lL He becume art and 
drama crite on Ha‘aretz und for a 
year directed the old municipal 
museum in Tel Aviv. 

Gameu was appuinted director of 
the project to create the new Tel 
Aviv museum in 1962. He insisted 
the plans be judged by an inter- 
nalional jury and visited 15 
museums in Europe and the U.S. in 
search of the best design. Gamizu 
retired from the curatorship of the 
museum in 1976. 

He is survived by his wite, two 
sons and a daughter. His eldest son 
is Yossi Gamzu, the Hebrew puct.

Exporters get 
exchange rate 
insurance

Agreement was reached last week 
between the Treasury and the In- 
dustry and Trade Ministry on a pro- 
gramme to provide exchange rate 
insurance to exporters, thus ending 
a two-month battle between the two 
ministries. 

The insurance, to be offered by 
the government's export risk in- 
surance company, goes into effect 
retroactively, starting on January |, 
and the programme will cover the 
entire year. 

By paying a relatively small 
premium, exporters will be able to 
protect the revenues accruing from 
the added value of their products 
sold abroad. What they are insuring 
is the difference between rises in the 
Israel wholesale price index and the 
devaluation of the shekel. 

The programme is a continuation 
of a similar insurance plan instituted 
by the government last year lo as- 
sure exporters of some compensa- 
tion for Lhe continuous drop in the 
value of the European currencies. 

Thus, exporter to Europe will be 
charged a lower premium than 
those who sell the bulk of their ex- 
ports to dollar-denominated 
countries (1.6.. almost all countries 
outside of Europe.)

Prices up 8.3% in month

The consumer price index rose 
8.3 per cent in January, the highest 
jump for that month in 30 years. 
The rise, fuelled by government 
price hikes in the last four months, 
has pushed the annual rate of infla- 
tion to 127 per cent, based on the 
period since October 1981. 

The annual inflation rate between 
June and September last year was 
83 per cent. 

The figures released last week by 
the Central Bureau of Statistics 
show that the CPI rose in January to 
317.7 points, compared to a baseline 
of 100 for 1980, The figures also 
showed that an average urban fami- 
ly needs 151 1,700 a month to main- 
tain the standard of living it had in 
1980. 

The bureau spokesman said that 
af CPI has increased 500 times 
since. September 1951, when the

siderably last month. The building 
inputs Index rose 13.3 per cent. 

The big jump in the CP1 was 
registered despite drops in the price 
of frult and vegetables by 2.2 per 
cent and clothes and footwear by 
3.1 per cent. 

Other components of the CPI, 


however, rose sharply: food, [0.6 
per cent; housing, 15 per cent; 
apartment maintenance, 15. per 
cent; health, 9.4 per cent; transpor- 
tation and postal services, 9.6 per 
cent; education, culture and enter- 
tainment, 6 per cent; and household 
equipment, 5.4 per cent. The rises in 
prices of food, transportation, and 
apartment maintenance (fuel costs) 
reflect government price hikes 
through the reduction of subsidies. 


In the Treasury there is conster- 
nation over the size of last month's 
price rises. Officials disagree about 
the wisdom of the recent policy of 
accelerating the pace of price in- 
crenses. 

Some Treasury officials said it 
would have been better to have kept 
to the previous policy of gradually 
raising prices over a longer period 
of time. 

Two sides seem to be forming up 
in the budget division: one which 
supports the continuation of steep 
ice rises, and the other which will 
G~persuade Finance Minister 
Yoram Aridor to postpone planned 
price hikes, such as the one 
proposed for next month. 

If Aridor does not come toa deci- 
Sion on further increases before the 
end of March, he will have to wait

Cost of new 
flats climbs

The sharp rise (13.3 per cent) in 
residential building costs in 
January has caused the prices of 
new flats in both the private and 
public sectors to jump by an 
average of 10 per cent. But 
spokesmen for the industry are 
divided over whether this will af- 
fect the housing prospects for young 
couples, immigrants and other 
groups eligible for government 
housing aid. 

The head of the Histadrut’s 
Shikun Ovdim housing company, 
MK Rafi Edri, said that these 
groups are heavily dependent on 
government mortgages when buying 
a flat. The gap between the amount 
of mortgage money available and 
the price of new flats will continue 
to grow, he said. 

Sales of new apartments lapered 
off towards the end of last year, and 
many privale and public builders of- 
fered special discounts and 
refrained from raising prices during 
December and January, The con- 
tinuing rise in building costs 
however, forced most of them to an- 
nounce modest price rises lust 
week, even though supply sull ex- 
ceeds demand, 

Housing Ministry officials, 
however, don't see any immediate 
need to raise the level of housing 
aid. They point to the increasing 
number of young couples and other 
groups who have bought Mats with

AFTER EXACTLY one year of Yoram Aridor’s “proper” economic 
policy, inflation is galloping again al the pace it aained under Yigael 
Hurvilz. January's price rise of 8.3 per cent, the highest recorded for 
that month in 30 years, is equivalent tv an iinnual tute of 160 per cent. 

However. Mr, Aridor's policy has not onty brought the economy 
full cirele with regurd to inflation. [1 has led τὸ serivus deterioration. 

If lust year at this time the 1981 budget prepared bs Yigael Hurvitz 
had to be rushed through the Knesset without serious scrutiny, there 
was al least a legal framework for the government's expenditure. This 
yeur there is none — after u year in which Mr. Aridor hunuured the 
budget luw in w systematic brench and without, so fur, paying al least 
furmul respect to the Knesset by huving his excess spending of some 
IS40b. sunctioned retrouctively by the legislature. 

In uddition, lubour unrest is rife and is on the increase. Unemploy- 
ment is edging upwards. The reversal of Mr, Aridor’s eurlier policy, 
on the continuity of which he had, only a few months ago, stuked his 
credibility, hits hardest αἱ the lower income groups. The budgct cuts 
he wants τὸ effect. and cannot get through (he cubinet, let alone lay 
before the Knesset, do the same. 

But worst of all is the serious deterioration that hus occurred in the 
country’s foreign puyments position.

The results are painfully obvious. The country has been given a few 
months of a spending spree, at the cost of huge amounts of foreign 
currency that have gone down the drain. Mr. Aridor staked much, if 
fol ull, on success in forcing down the inflationary expectations of - 
the public. The sudden about-turn to which he was forced, with the 
result of an upsurge of inflation, i$ bound to renew the earlier expec- 
tations of high, and possibly accelerating, inflation. 

The most important area in which these expectations will soon 
make themselves felt is the area of wage agreements. The demand of 
the group of 13 national works committees for a 100 per cent cosi-of- 
living allowance, in addition to compensation for wage erosion, 
premiums for overtime and shift work, and other wuge increments, is

No political or economic situation is ever hopeless. Mr. Aridor 
has, during the twelve months in which he gol the economy into its 
present mess, demonstrated that he is an able and astute 
manipulator.

Despite the slump in the housing 
market during the last few months 
and the relatively large number of 
unsold public housing flats (now 
over 6,000), the ministry director- 
general, Asher Winer, insists that at 
least 10,000 new flats will be started 
during this fiscal year.

A truth fit to print 


IT IS common practice for journalists to pull their punches, Often 
the reason is to avoid embarrussing sources, lest they cluse the in- 
formation tip. The only safeguard againat distortion, in such vir- 
cumstances, in the integrity of the reporters and their editors. 
‘The problem is more complex in reporting from totalitarian 


. socigsies, ag for, example East Europe. Here foreign correspon- 


dents and their home offices uecep! construints as the condition 
of their work, For a breaeh can mean expulsion. However. 
reuders are generally uware that from such states reporting can- 
not be free, 

More pernicious is the cuse of reporting from despotic Arab 
Slutes, where severe constraints exist, but the readers are less con- 
scious of them and the journalists and their newspapers keep 
mum. And most pernicious is when correspondents report under 
fear of vivlent retribution from terrorists, as they do in Beirut, but 
do not, and feel they cannot, admit it. 

Since the PLO is adept at manipulating the press, the 
correspondents are also subject lo subtle carrot and stick 
pressures which are all the more effective hecuuse violence turks 
in the shadowy background. 

During the pust week, the director of Israel's Government 
Press Olfice, Zeev Chafets, hus been exposing this submissivn to 
terror hy the western media, He hus charged that terror hus 
prevented critical reporting on the PLO and Syrin. It hus alse 
prevented news organizations from admitting it, , 

Chafels has been criticul specificully of The New York Times. 
The Washington Post, the BBC und ABC TV. He has suid that 
ABC's recent attack on Israel in w news maguzine programme, 
fullowed, and nol by accident, the murder in Beirut last July of an 
ABC reporter, 

His accusations hive stirred consideruble controversy and, us if 
lo prove his cuse, they have mot been reported by the major 
western news services, Even The New York Times dithered before 
printing them. 

By making public what some correspondents, at Jeust, who 
have worked in Beirut were prepared to admit in private, Chafets 
has exposed a genuine weakness of the western median, 

They have long pursued a double standard, In reporting about 
Israel, und especially the problems on the West Bank, they have 
exploited Isruet’s open society tu sivage it. But in writing about 
Arab states they lave uecepted the restraints of despotism, und in 
reporting from Beirut they huve submitted to the parameters dic- 
tiled by terror, 

This may be the prudent course. but it has little to do with truth.

THE NATION has long since 
learned not to view the Liberal 
Party as a serious party. Oddly it 
was power that set them on the 
path downwards.

Whal is of larger interest. 
however, is not how and whether 
the Liberals try to hold on to their 
plums, but rather the sense of 
urgency which appears to bestir 
them. And for this there cun only 
be one explanation: the smell οἱ 


elections ahead. The Liberals’ 


want to nail down their assets 
now, before elections loom large 
and their bargaining power with 
their Herut partner is reduced. 


Here too the deadline, as for so 
many milters on the political 
scene, is the end of April, in other 
words the final withdrawal from 
Sinai. That event promises to be a 
watershed for Israel's domestic 
Political circumstance, and not 
only its external policies. The 
Liberals, bul not only they, 
decipher the signs to read elec- 
tions.

“JORDAN IS PALESTINE”

Sir, — One need be neither a 
supporter nor an opponent of 
Greater Israel! to call the state of 
Jordan “Palestinian" — the adjec-

Citizens living in what is now Jordan 
and what is now Israel travelled on 
Palestinian passports — the exam- 
ples are endiess, 

My husband has based his opposi- 
tion to a second Arab state in what 
used to be called Palestine — 
Jordan, Israel and the West Bank — 
on the argument thut in what was 
called Palestine there now exists 
one Arab state called Jordan and 
one Jewish state called Israel. What 
{s needed is not another Arab state 
in the area, but the settlement of the 
border problems between the Arabs 
and the Jews living in whut was 
formerly Palestine, Two peoples 
need two countries, not three. 

Both the Jewish and the Arab 
Palestinian states contain a large 
percentage of immigrants and 
children and grandchildren of new- 
comers to the region — King Hus- 
sein and Prime Minister Begin are

prominent examples of the massive 
immigration to Palestine — both 
Jewish and Arab — during the last 
century. In this context, the 1947 
Yale University Study concluded 
that “‘.. the present inhabitants of 
Palestine are not in the main 
descendants of the Arab conquerors 
of Palestine... 75 per cent of the Arab 
population of Palestine are either 
immigrants themselves or descen- 
dants of persons who immigrated 
into Palestine during the last 
hundred years,” 

In sum, my husband focused his 
remarks on historical facts, not 
Herut ideology which is doubtlessly 
based on the very same data, bul ar- 
riving at conclusions markedly dif- 
ferent from those 1 believe my hus- 
band to hold. As for the comment 
that "Dulzin's speech (was) ... a 
marked swing towards Herut's 
political positions,” 1 can only say 
that 1 wish it were indeed so, As a 
concerned opponent ta Herut’s 
policies, | would be delighted to 
earn hut my husband's old ideas 
reflect Herut's new thinking.
